HoTcmeut for Popular Election «f 
. . i' ; UnltcU StatCH Beuutora Growe. ',• 
: Special disnalchea to a Obicngo paper 
Iroiu-corresnonilciits In every State of the 
Union indicate that the movement- to 
elect United Stnlea Konntors by popular 
vote Instead of through State Legiala- 
turea is grow lug. at an encouraging pace. 

Twenty-one Legislatures have passed 
resolutions culling upon Congress to take 
6tep9 toward tlie-pruposcd reform, These 
Suites are shown In the. accompanying 
teile. As the change can only be ac- 
complished through an rim end merit to 
the constitution of tlie United States; It 
is necessary for two'4lilinls of the total 
number of States to upply, to Congress 
for a con vent Inn to, consider the matter. 
Congress Itse.ir, by a vote 61 two-t birds 
of bath bouses, could propose the change, 
but with the Untied States Senate n rich 
man's club that objects to popular elec- 
tions to Its exclusive ranks, no Initiative 
by Congress Is' probable, and on four 
occasions the Semite has refused to con- 
sider the matter, after the House had 
taken the necessary action. Tlie success 
of the movement therefor a depends on 
the Legislature!). 

The manner in which amVndmcQta to 
the constitution .of the United States can 
be made Is prescribed iu article' 5 of the 
constitution ns follows: 

Tlie- Congress, whenever two-thirds of 
both. Iiuh.iok shall, dei-m It neeesKiiry, sliall 
propose nmeiHlinciiTs in this ConHtlttition. 
or, on the oiinlleatlon of the Legislatures of 
two-thirds nf the several States, shall rati 
« convention for. proponing atociidmnnts, 
wblt!h In eilhor case shall be valid tu all 
Intents and purposes its part of this Con- 
stitution when ratified l»y the Legislatures 
of tbrei^fourths at the several States, or by 
conveuttotis In tlireeTourtlis tlienof, im the 
one or the other mode of ratification mar 
be proposed by the Congress. Provided. 
that no inni'mini'-jit which may lie umde 
prior to- the year lSoS shull In tiny manner 
affect the Hist and fourth clauses Iu the 
ninth nectlon of the flrst article, and that 
uo State, without Us consent, shall be de- 
prived, of IU euual suffrage In the Semite, 

In other words, a luuuil incuts may be pro- 
posed: 

1. Ily Congress whenever two-thirds, of 
both houses think It iieeensary. 

-. Bj n convention which must be cnllctl 
by Congreas on the upptteiitlun of two-thirds 
of the stale*. 

And the iiiueiiiiuioiilit no proposed shnil 
become part of the Constitution when rati- 
fied: 

1. Ily the Legislatures of three-fourths of 
the States. 

2. Ily conventions In thrce-tourlhs of tha 
States. 

Congress to propose which method of 
ratification shall be adopted. 

There being now forty-five States, thir- 
ty Legislatures mu.it muka nppllcation 
for tho convention. A bill in faTor of 
direct election is now pending In one of 
the ten Statci that have not yet token 
any decided action cither by vote or in 
committee, for or ngalast tho change. 
Fourteen States hare killed, by vote or 
in committee, resolutions asking for popu- 
lar election of Senators. 

It Is evident, therefore, that these 
doubtful States, which He in the Missis- 
sippi valley and siong the Atlantic sea- 
board, must form the battle ground of 
tho movement in the future. A significant 
feature of tlie table of States that havo 
defeated resolutions in favor of popular 
election of Senators, is.tbat it Is made up 
largely of the old and wealthy States of 
the E«F.t. ItfassnchuBottn, New Hamp- 
shire, New York, Pcnnsylvaala, Ithode 
Island and Mains have declared against 
It, all except Maine in certain terms; In 
Maine the matter was recently referred 
to the, next Legislature. Not a Stats 
east of tho Alleghany Mountains appears 
in tha table of States that have approved 
the change. 

Killed In Committee. 

In several States tha Lcglslntnre hsi 
not' taken n vote on the question, the 
bills having been a mothered in commit- 
tee. This was the en so in Indiana, Mary- 
land, Mississippi, New Hampshire, 
Rhode Islam),' Washington and Wyom- 
ing. In Ohio, Pennsylvania, Massachu- 
setts, New "i'ork and Florida the matter 
came to a vote, but wits defeated. "Tile 
Florida- Legislature, indeed, passed tho 
bill, but tho Governor of the State vetoed 
It and the veto was sustained. The Mas- 
sachusetts bill was killed in the State 
Senate, the result being attributed to 
the influence of Senator Hour, who has 
been tho most outspoken opponent of the 
direct election proposition in his State. 
Maine's Legislature' ban shunned respon- 
sibility in the matter, defeating a bill 
for direct election, with n recommenda- 
tion that the subject be considered by 
the next Legislature. In Delaware tho 
House passed such a bill, but the Senate 
took no action on it. Neither house of 
New York's Legislature gave a majority 
for the bill introduced this year. A di- 
rect vote bill lifiH been introduced for sev- 
ernl years In Indiana, with tha Same re- 
mit, indefinite postponement.

Tope Leo XIH. wns considered at 
death's door nil day Monday. The last 
■acranieut iraa administered Sunday 
algut, and the aged pontiff, after recit- 
ing the confession, heard the words of 
absolution spoken. 

"God's wUi be done. Who irould have 
believed It, when only ten days ago I 
tvns presiding over a public consistory?" 
murmured feebly Pope Leo ns he I«U 
himself sinking into a sleep which lasted 
about three hours until excruciating pain 
brought the dying pontiff back to con- 
sciousness. ' 

Though hovering on tho brink of 
death, the life of the pontiff was pro- 
longed Monthly by means of strong stimu- 
lants nnd concentrated nourishment Late 
Sunday evening after the excitement of 
the ceremony, of the Inst sacrament van 
over tlie Pope seemed less restless, partly 
fioothed by tho religious service and part' 
ly by a dose of chloral, which was given 
to blm In considerable quantity. 

The pontiff liiy on n aninll bed drawn 
op to a window overlooking the piazza 
of St. Peter's. The only picture in the 
room was an antique Mndonna and the 
sole ornament a great ivory crucifix. 

The Pope's serious Itinera hegan Sat- 
urday afternoon with a severe chill, re; 
ceived while driving in the Vatican gar- 
dens. Although the tempertiture was 00 
degrees Fahrenheit, the pontiff: com- 
plained of a sudden pnin In his right side 
and sharp ahuoting spasms. Ho also 
suddenly felt . violently cold, and the 
horses were driven homewards at a full 
gallop In the blazing sun, the sufferer 
lying back on 'his cushions, unable to 
secure any sensation of wnrmtli, 

Within an hour the, cold settled In his 
bend, producing dlffuseNhronchlnl catarrh, 
with a sensation of extreme lnisltude. A 
slight cough also was felt, with slight 
fever and grciit thirst. Ills condition 
grew worse rapidly and all the 'efforts 
of Dr. Lap pon i were directed to prevent- 
ing bronchitis or Inflammation of the 
lungs. By midnight the pulse was weak 
and injecstious of caffeine were retorted 
to. This treatment proved eillcnclous 
and hy morning his condition was slight- 
ly Improved, 

The amelioration In this Pope's condi- 
tion during Monday morning was so un- 
natural, considering Ute gravity of hts 
illness, that It was feared that possibly 
rt was only the last Bickering of the 
vital flame. Duriug this brighter inter- 
val the Pope resumed hi* habits of com- 
mand and Insisted on glriug orders fur 
the prepnraticm of the brief appointing 
Mgr. Volponl, actually secretary of let- 
ten to princea, ■« secretary of the con- 
slstoriol coiigrt'gation, a pewt vacant ow- 
ing to the, promotion of Mgr. Xocelln to 
the cardinalate. 

The only persons allowed in the Pope's 
bedroom Mondny morning besides the 
doctors nnd attendants were Cardinal 
Rampolla, Monslgnorc Blsleti. the mn*s- 
ter of the pontifical chambers, nnd Brig. 
Gen. Count Garaillo Peccl of the noble 
guard, a nephew of tlie Pope.' The pon- 
tiff conversed for a long time with Count 
rocci, aven rising, nnd. walking about the 
room for s few minutes, lennlng on his 
arm. The pontiff on this occasion re- 
marked: 

"Now I am ready to dppnrt, having 
Battled all my affairs. 1 feel I have done 
all In my power for tlie good, of the 
church and of humanity." 

Leo XIII. wns born ns'tbe bells of 
Paris were chiming with the choir of 
Notre Dame. In whose precincts his pred- 
ecerpor, Plns,VlI., was blessing the union 
of Napoleon ^nhd Mnrie Louise. In the 
ninety-three years that have passed since 
then ths world hus changed as It has 
bevcr changed before within ten times 
ninety-three years. The day In 1707, 
when Napoleon ordered that no successor 
to Pius VI. 'wns to ho elected, and de- 
creed that tha papacy was to be abolish- 
ed, Is further awsy from our world of 
electricity nnd Bteani than It was remov- 
ed from the dnys when the fiorglns ruled 
Home. Vet thevllfe of Joachim Peed 
has spnimeil that Immense space In' the 
progress of mankind, and for more'thnn 
one-quarter of that time he has exerted 
an Influence greater, perhnps, than that 
of any other man upon tha civilized 
world. 

Tho diplomacy of Leo XIII. brought 
about a mitigation of the nnti-floman 
"May laws" in Germany, ho. acceptably 
arbitrated tho German- Spanish dispute 
over the OnToline Islnnds; he offered to 
arbitrate the Cuban troubles' .with Spain; 
he notified the Honinn. Catholic bishops 
of Ireland Hint boycotting nndiivhat was. 
known aa the "plan of enmpaigm" were 
Immoral, nnd bis encyclical of 3801 on 
the relations between capital, and labor 
won deserved respect.. 

But it la none of these things that will 
preserve the, fame of Leo XIII. Bather 
it Is his personal character. 



Solemn Ceremony nt liitromo Unction 
Alno Ail in InUtercd. 

The solemn but gorgeous ceremony, of 
nd ministering the last sa eminent took 
place at the bedside of. Pope Lw Sun- 
day. The ecu trill ligure was the- dying 
•pontiff. Ills pule und emaciated face, al- 
most as white as the pillows on which 
It rcated, showed little Blgn of life, ex- 
cept the keen, glittering eyes, always 
bis most striking feature. Mgr, Plffcrl, 
tho Pope's sacr'iBtan, administered tlie 
sacrament. 

. Around the bed were grouped the noble 
guards In their glittering uniforms, the 
It nights: of the clonk and sword In their 
picturesque mediaeval costume of black 
with white ruffe, and 'twenty-Ova cnrdl- 
unls, all members of the sacred college 
who arc present In Itome, ; '- 

Nearest to. the bed stood the Imposing, 
tall figure of the cardinal grand peniten- 
tiary, Sernlinlo Vaniiutelll, with the 
Franciscnn friar who was to hear, the last 
confess Urn of tlie departing pontiff. Then 
tho priest apostolic approached,' bearing 
the viaticum; to give the Inst commun- 
ion, nnd another priest- administered the 
extreme unction, assisted by the grand 
penitentiary. 

Pope Leo feebly recited the confession 
of faith, as formulated by the council of, 
Trent, and dually the words of absolu- 
tion and the formula of indulgence in nr : 
ticulo mortis were solemnly pronounced 
by the grand penitentiary, The bends of 
the gre'nt religious orders who were pres- 
ent granted the Pope the special Indul- 
gences which they have the privilege of 
conferring. Then came the touching 
prayers for n passing soul and part of 
the gospel, the Lord's passion. 

As tho last words 'died away all fell 
on their knees. The pontiff, raising his 
almost transparent fingers with a feeble 
effort, pronounced In scarcely audible 
words bis benediction on the sacred col- 
lege and on all present nnd then snnk

Disquieting reports came from the 
Vatican during thu Inst week In June, 
which told of fainting spells that had 
visited tho Pope with frequency, nnd Dr. 
Lnpponl made n public statement to the 
effect that If the Pope would only con- 
tent to cense his nctivity and rest as long 
as his advanced years, made Imperative 
there', would be n long time before him, 
but' this Leo, as before, refused to. Hf 
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hack on the pillows. There was senrce- 
ly u tenrleM eye in the whole assemblage, 
and the sobs of the Pope's relatives- were 
heard plainly. 

. Stricken Last. December. 

The Tope's health hna been thesuliject 
of- a"- great innny rumors nnd of endless 
alarms In lliu last few months. On- sev- 
eral occasions it has been reported that 
the Pope was dead, which, caused! the 
pontiff much distress, and, he naked, 
"Why docs every one want uie to die}" 

On Thursday' Inst the rumors of the 
pope's illness were renewed, but 
the pontiff went for bis usual drive 
In the Vatican gardens. After tils re- 
turn from the drive, he himself, contrary 
to custom, ordered the fact to be pub- 
lished in the official column of the Osser- 
ratore Romano, adding: "Tell the editor 
to spread the news through the, Italian 
and foreign press, so that the whole 
world will thank God that we are well 
to-day." 

The Inst illness of the' Pope beg oh as 
far back as last December, when at a 
reception accorded the cardinals for the 
purpose of receiving their new year's 
greetings tho venerable head of the great 
Roman Catholic Church suddenly wsb 
atrlckea 111. For n time he lost tho pow- 
er of speech, and it wua found necessary 
to disperse the audience. 

From that time, tlie world hna anx- 
iously heard the repeated minora that 
the end of the remarkable life.of^Pope 
Leo- was approaching, "yet hardly, ha'd the 
cables told tlie distressing news when Uie 
Pope, with a rare show of vitality, would 
begin to recover. Dr, Lupponl, ' 4 the 
Pope's physician, abandoned nil other 
plans — namely, the writing of his famous' 
standard books on psychology — and lias 
devoted himself exclusively to the 'high 
ofllco of caring for tha'PopeVhenlth. 

In March last thero wub a remarkable 
scene when tho Pope, at nh: audience 
given to the cardinals, spoke calmly arid 
smilingly of the fact that -.his rdo'tnise 
could not be far off, To a 'man' die car- 
dinals called to him i 

"No, ho; you must not say so, .God 
will' grant you to us for,' many years to, 
come. .You cannot ho spnred." 

•Until the middle of,' June/- the 'reports' 
that. camo out of. the Vatican were ofJa 
highly encouraging nature; ;but.; June" 14 
the Tope wss forced to submit to. an o 
eratlon for the removal. of a turnery 
bad grown under li Is er 



declared he would go on wltb his work, 
bo matter what the cost should be. 
Pint Significant Warnlns:. 

The first significant warning that the 
Pope was Teaching tlie' limit of his won- 
derful powcrs^of endurance came from a 
correspondent of tho Taris Temps on 
June 5. 

On June 12 private Intelligence of the 
Pope's condition, received in Rome. and 
Vienna, caused a renewal of tha alarm- 
ist reports. These reports; were undoubt- 
edly based upon confidential reports sent 
out from within the Vatican, but when 
the Hood of telegrams came In the "usual 
public denials were forthcoming. 

On June HJlr. Lnpponl, In: an Inter- 
view, stated that he wns still treating the 
Pope for bis indlnpositlon, which would 
not be worth mentioning were it not for 
the pontiff's advanced, age. 

On June 18 Dr,' Lnpponl, In another 
public Interview, contradicted the alnrm- 
ist reports concerning" the Pope's health. 
Dr. Lnpponl nsserted then thntthe Pope 
was wonderfully well for n man of 01, 
und that his presence- nt the consistory 
to bo held on June 21 .would- be' an r an- 
swer to tho pessimists'. The Pope him- 
self 'added to the general alarm over his 
condition by being tumble to give' a num- 
ber of audiences on June 18 that be bad 
promised. 

Oh June 22 the Pope held a consistory, 
at which he appointed seven new cardi- 
nal. ..The ceremony was made ns brief 
ns posfibic, owing to the enfeebled condi- 
tion of Pope Leo, Ills holiness stood tho 
fatigue better thnn "had "been expected. 
Ho wan borne Into the consistory hall 
half hidden in the vestments of his sacred 
office. He received "the- homage of the 
cardinals nnd, of the curia ntid read a 
brief nllocutlon In Latin in a weak' voice, 
He stopped frequently and looked tired 
at its end.

ingly. The fact that it is tho business 
of speculation to discount the future, 
finds nowhere more forcible illustration 
than In the grain trade.

LAWS IN FOHCB JULY 1. 

Actt I'sittd bj- Lait Leitlslatart B«* 
come Operative,, 
The new law framed by the last Legis- 
lature' to regulate the employment of 
child labor and do away with the "sweat 
shop'' system in dwellings and small fac- 
tories went Into effect July 1 and the 
State authorities are -prepared, ; to Bee 
that it Is enforced to tho letter after due 
notice has been given the Individuals and 
firms Interested, In thls^the State fac- 
tory Inspector is being assisted by ths 
school authorities anil a geueral crusade 
against the -evils- [of child -labor iRd 
"sweat Bhop" factories will be Inaugurat- 
ed without delay. All bills passed by .the 
Forty-third General Aaacmbly and ap- 
proved by the^Govemor become laws tho 
same day, as well as the child labor law. 
The Chester and Jollet penitentiary com- 
missioners and the members of the board 
of managers of the Pbhtiae reformatory 
already have taken stops to enforce the 
convict labor Inw, Col. George T.' Buck- 
ingham of Danville,' representing tho 
Jollet board; T, J, .Clark of Qulncr, rep- 
resenting the Chester board, and Garrett 
De Forrest Kinney, representing the 
Pontlac hoard, have been appointed a 
committee lo make preliminary arrange- 
ments for putting; the law in operation. 
All- contractors who employ prison labor 
under. thu terms of the contract nro re- 
quired to remove^ their machinery and 
chattels from the prisons before July 1, 
1001. and tb ey arc prohibited under the 
law from taking -any niore contracts. The 
trustees of the three penal Institutions 
named constitute the board of prison In- 
dustries under the act aud are authorized 
to take .the necessary steps to put the 
law in operation. , The convict labor law 
provides that after July 1, 1004, all pris- 
'on contract labor shall cease and that 
State 'convicts shall be employed In the 
manufacture of supplies for the State In- 
stitutions. Any excess of products thus 
manufactured may be placed on sale in 
the open market nt current prices. The 
law also establishes the eight-hour day 
in the State prisons. The Mueller mu- 
nicipal ownership street railway bill also 
became a law, but it does not become 
operative, strictly speaking, until It has 
been adopted by a majority vote of the 
electors-. of Chicago. Another bill which 
affects Chicago and which becomes a 
Inw Is the annexation of the Evnnston 
nnd Calumet districts to the sanitary dis- 
trict of the city ot Chicago. The district 
under the annexation bill fa authorised 
to Issue bonds for development of water 
power above '. Jollet. These bonds will 
net $3,000,000 In three: years. In most 
of the larger cities of the State outside 
of Chicago police and fire commissioners 
rrfay now be appointed, nnd Appropria- 
tions aggregating $1,000,000 ore availa- 
ble for the construction of State bnlld- 
ings and the Improvement >of State prop- 
erty. . " '

.Nearly 1.200 were bnrt by crackers, care- 
less use of Hrcunus* caused 400 injuries, 
ind tlie deadly toy pistol claimed over 
400 victims. 

Loose powder and powder packed In 
god pipe und toy 'cannons, or in other 
ways used for noise-mnking purposes, 
claimed an enormous number of victims, 
the total running over 000.

The tariff plank adopted was one pre- 
pared by Senator Allison, after confer- 
ences with representative Republicans of 
the State. No objection was made to it 
in the committee un resolutions nor upon 
Its presentation to the convention. 

Gov. 'Cummins;. In' his ; speech accept- 
ing renomluntion, approved the platform 
In its entirety,' but announced * that he 
would con tin no to bold to all the views 
expressed in his speeches within the past 
two years. 

Senators Allium and Dolllvcr, who 
made speeches, Indorsed the platform as

While the people -ol 
tho inundated district have suffered great 
loss, it Is. charged that the State, as a 
whole, will not lose more than 5 per 
cent of the wheat crop; nnd that under 
conditions at nil favorable during the 
remainder of the season 100,000,000 
bushels of this staple cereal . will be 
raised. 

Rash as this clnim may seam to be, It 
is well substantiated by the facts regard-' 
ang the wonderful productiveness of the 
State during the lnrt few years. In -1805 
'Kansas ranked sixth among the States 
In the production of wheat. In 1800 she 
was third, and In f fl7-'0S second. A tem- 
porary relapse followed, but for two 
years she has held fir«t place. Accord- 
ing;^ the United States. Department of 
Agriculture" Kansas holds the record 
among the leading fifteen grain States for 
the value of wheat and corn rnleed in 
the fivc-ycnT period Iwgtnnlng with 1800. 
She was firsit In the value of bcr wheat 
in 11)00 nnd 1001. first in the value of 
her grain ns compared with population.

BATTLEFIELDS OF ANCIENT HIS- 
.'" TORY '.REVISITED, 



Soene of Alexander the Great's Victory 
Over the Persian Monarch Darius. 
Two Famous Passes Along the 
Coast Also Described. 



Col, Yanke, a retired German officer, 
has Just read a lecture, before the 
members of tho Berlin Geographical 
society on the results of a. journey last 
year through Asia Minor, undertaken 
for the purposes of historical and geo- 
graphical Investigation. The starting 
point of the Journey was Ale'xahdretla, 
and the route followed was first to 
Smyrna, then by ship to Rhodes, Mes- 
sina, and Adana, on the Ciliclan coast 
An excursion to^ iWipelopolU wa3 
made,< as well as one from Alexan- 
drctta to Bailan and the Ballon pass. 
The latter, lying G80 metres above the 
level of the/sea, afforded a beautiful 
view of the Plain of Antloch and the 
Knra-su' Valtey, On returning to the 
battlefield of Issus, where Alexander 
the Great defeated .Darius, surveys 
were made, which excited much curl- 
oBity among the population. 

Two other passes, mentioned by 
Strabo and Xenophon, were also visit- 
ed, v pne forming a defile along the 
coast. The battlelleld- of Issus is 
crossed by two rivers, and the common 
opinion was that tho river which 
proved disastrous to Darius was the 
most northerly one. The lecturer re- 
garded this assumption as erroneous, 
as tho river In question bad high steep 
banks. The southern river must, 
'therefore, have been the one which 
Darius had in bis rear, Misled by his 
scouts as to tbe movements of the 
Macedonian army, ho committed the 
same mistake which was so fatal to 
him at Granlcus, drawing up his troops 
on too limited a ground in front of the 
rlrer. The lecturer considered that 
the estimate of 600,000 men as the 
strength of the Persian army was ex- 
cessive, since so-large a body of troops 
could never have had room nn the 
battled eld. The number was probably 
only 00,000. Alexander, who had re- 
covered from his illness caused by 
bathing in the Cydnus, more rapidly 
than his opponent had expected, aur-" 
prised the Persians in their unfavor- 
able position and defeated them. 

From Issue the lecturer continued 
hlB Journey over the. Clllclan Gate and 
the* Taurus range to tbe Bolt steppes 
In the Interior of tho country. The 
opportunity was taken to survey the 
course and the valley of the Kokun-sa. 
The valley leads up to the Taurus and 
forms at the top a level 250 metres In 
width, encompassed by high rocks, 
which must havo been passed over 
by armies In ancient times on their 
marches from'Hbe coast to the north- 
west. 

Trips -were made from Smyrna to 
Pergamon, ,Bphesua,:and Troy. ; At 
.Troy a party- .of thirty ladles and 
gentlemen archaeologists,', who were 
visiting the hills of Htesnrltc under the 
guidance of 'Prof. Uorpfeld, was met 
From this point the neighboring battle- 
field on the Granlcus (Knraboga) was 
visited. At the spot where Darius 
suffered bis first defeat at tbe hands 
of Alexander, the GranicUB is only a 
si allow expanse or water which can 
be waded without difficulty and which 
has, doubtless, been often crossed by 
armies.— Correspondence of tendon 
Standard.

In differentiating between 
haste nnd hurry n noted alienist cites 
tho numerous qulek-lunch restaurants 
which have sprung up during tho last 
decade in all American cities. Tbe sign 
Itself, "quick lunch" or "a meal In a 
minute/' Is enough to set one to hur- 
rying. The sight of the Bpry waiters, 
ruslilng nbout apparently half frantic 
from having twice as much to do as 
thej\ should, the rattling .of tho dishes, 
tho Spectacle "of his, neighbor bolting 
his food without sufficient chewing, tho 
very clement of hurry that eecnia io bo 
In the atmosphere about one/all havo 
their effect upon the Impressionable 
patron of the modern, lightning, express 
restaurant The consequence Is Im- 
perfect mastication, dyspepsia nnd ner- 
vous prostration. 

Hurry destroys thoroughness. The 
person who hurries cannot have his 
heart In bis work. Thinking constant- 
ly of whnt is to bo done next, the tnsk 
of the present la slighted by borrowing- 
unnecessarily, from the future. Para- 
doxical as It may sound, hurry is the 
subterfuge of the Inzy. A man or 
woman who is Ituy at heart often hur- 
ries to tnnko a pretense of working 
and detract attention from real Idle- 
ness. Little tlmo is required to com- 
pute tho results nch loved by tho person 
who bustles breathlessly about with 
nerves unstrung and putting- evetrono 
within hearing In tbe same condition. 
Hurry and haste are not synonymous. 
A puffing, blowing, whistling tug hur- 
ries; an ocean steamship makes baste. 
A little less steam at the whistle aud 
a little more nt tho piston rod would 
add Immensely to tho national henlth 
without spoiling the speed of our prog- 
ress.— Housekeeper.

The race war atEvansville,.Ind., ■re- 
sulted shortly before ^mkiuight MoDday 
In a buttle between ! a mob nnd State 
soldiers, Iu which seven persona were 
shot dead nnd at least twenty wounded, 
The troops 'fired Into il crowd 'of 1,000 or 
more persons who were making an attnek 
'on the Jail. Several persons who' were 
•truck by the soldiers' bullets were only 
spectators of the. riot, one of those killed 
bring a girl; The ' fntal 'bottlo followed 
four days of rioting that grew out of the 
murder of Policeman Maascy .by Leo 
Brown, a negro. ■ , ■ 

Four members of Company A; First 
rojfimenrt, wero' shot, > otic through tho 
shoulder, another through the ankle: and 
the ; ether two received slight scratches. 
Two deputy sheriffs were slightly wound- 
ed. 

Company A of the First Indiana regi- 
ment, under Cnpl.-, J. E.^Blum, had been 
.guarding the Jail 'all day, while a mob 
stood nbout reviling the State troops. 
Monday night the mob grew more men- 
acing and at 10 o'clock It was seen that 
nothing could prevent an assault on the 
Jail. Slowly tho inob forced the mllitia- 
vnr n back toward the Jail, until tbe alley- 
way 'between Division street and tbe 
■tone building wns reached,. 

Then tho lenders, with a blcyclo in 
front as a shield against the bayonets of 
tho soldiers, attempted to enter the alley 
and rtorm tho alley way entrance. 
Orders Cltnrice on Mob, 

Cnpt. Blum of the National Guard or- 
dered a charge on the rioters. Gradu- 
ally the crowd was forced back, the sol- 
diers uslug their bnyonete and butU of 
guns. Suddenly a rioter fell, A soldier 
tried to drag him to, bin feet, but beforo 
he could he was assaulted by a rioter, 

Stooes mid bowlders began to fly 
through the air. A soldier was struck 
with, a stone and fell. A rioter- was 
knocked down with a guu butt aud then 
a shot was fired. The out! shot started a 
fusillade of musketry and. shotgun "re 
from the defenders of the jail and a 
scattered return, fire from tho rioters. 

Fully 1100 shots were fired from'the Jail 
windows, the court house steps immedi- 
ately oppoBHe mid by the soldiers/ on the 
streets. 

Tho soldiers cliilm, the rioters flrcd tho 
first shot. The soldiers and deputie* 
fired into the retreating mob of men, 
who ran Into Division street, falling, cry- 
ing aud praylug. For fifteen minutes the 
firing continued, then it coaaed. Tho mob 
wns gone and the soldkrs held tho place. 
In front of the daggering band of fifty- 
eight soldiers Iny Ibe detid nnd wounded. 

On tli'c jnll steps'stood Sheriff IvrnU 
At his side wns Col. McCoy of. the First 
regiment. Around them Blood s few doc- 
tors. 

Orders Trnonn to Hbnot Mob, 

When tho firing , had ceased Cnpt 
Blum reformed his men and gave them 
orders, *' 

"Keep that mob back, call on them to 
halt; if they don'thnlt shoot them down. 
We can't take nny mora chnnces. Men; 
be careful, but for God's Bake keop a 
clore wntcli," Khoutcd tbe captain, Hia 
men prepared ,for, another struggle, It 
did not come. Thu rioter* got' out ..of 
sight quickly and, fearing that miotic r 
charge would . be uiude, . scattered. 

Prisoners In Terror.^ 
•During the strife forly^vn prisoners 
in tho jnll lay pnlo and nervous with 
fright. Sixteen of.thein wero negroe*, 
who knew their lives would- pay tho price 
of the mob's hiHatintc wish for soma sac- 
rifice should the jnll guard give way. 
Eights were blown or turned out when 
tho real war begnu and tho great bulkb; 
Ing wns Iu complete darkueuB, After the 
trouble hnd blown over most of tho tor- 
ror-etrieken prisoucm fell on their knees 
In prayer. The colored prisoners shouted 
forth their gratitude to Trovldence In 
psalms and prayer. -

Sixty For Cent or I'lttsbnrk's Ba ta- 
ble* Found to lie Impure, 

Tests conducted by tha Department of 
Agriculture show the astonishing, fact 
that 00 per cent of the food products sub- 
mitted for analysis from Plttehurg are 
adulterated. Nlnoty-fivo per cent of can- 
ned pens submitted for analysis contain- 
ed adulterations of the most v . dangerous 
kind, nnd their dally use would Inevita- 
bly lead to fatal results. Canned beans 
were all more or less Impure, snd the 
nunlysls of the canned "corn snmplei.de-, 
veloped.s 50 per cent impurity. Nearly

ly foreign to their lubelcd. composition. . ' 

In the meat line, tboso. dear otdbnga 
of mystery, «tiu*HKo, 'wcre'sa grossly'mys- 
tlfylng that their! abominable preserva- 
tives were responsible for 72 per cent of 
the deleterious preservatives. 

Coffee, cocoa and. chocolate fumlrfied 
their quota to .the cxtcnt;.of, "S per cont 
of substitutes for the' genuine pure •In- 
gredient, and In tire vasfrungc covered 
by syrups,' juices, tabletB,. bnklug pow- 
ders, Bplces, extract, jams, jellies and 
marmalade only iiboiit;190 wero found to 
be as represented by. their labeled '. de- 
scription. 

One-third of the tub oysters were res- 
cued from perdition by nnuKoons pre- 
servatives that hud been- used to. save 
ancient bivalves mixed with fresh ones. 
. Of «130 samples of milk analyzed, ahout 
one-third were adulterated, nnd out of 
B.ffil Hniuptc-B of butter sold as such

Deftth I*l»t. May Nutmber 234 \ Men- 
Result of an Ilxploelon— Union Pa- 
cific Shaft at Ilauna* Wjo., Wrecked 
■nd Bet on Fire by Qm, 
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Two hundred and thirty four men are ■ 
believed to have perished in nu explosion 
which wrecked H ruins Mine No. 1 of 
tho Union Pacific Coal Company a't'Han- 
aa, \Vyo.j shortly after 10 o'clock Tues- 
day morning,' The property loss laf enor- 
mous. 

■ About 1 o'clock; In' the afternoon four 
men were taken out alive and * half 
hour later they were, followed by" forty-, 
two others. Many were unconscious land 
had to be carried from *th"e workings. . 
Some.wcrc injured; but none fatally. Sev- 
eral era', [n a serious condition, but It U 
believed all will recover. .■ 

Two hundred and eighty-two men went \. 
down in tho mine at 7 'o'clock In tho 
morning, and up. until a late hour only 
forty-eight had been accounted for. Of 
this number two are dead. ' 

The mine Is cue of the largest owned 
by the Union Pacific Con! Company, and ' 
employed 280 men. The explosion came 
with terrific force. Tho earth, fifty feet 
back to the mouth of the slope and heavy 
Umbers piled near were- thrown In every 
direction. No one wns working outside 
near any of the openings of the mine to 
receive Injury, but the. workings have 
caved in, burying, the miners,-. Those 
who were not killed instantly in this 
manner have stnett perished from the 
gas. It has been impossible for rescuing 
parties to get into the mine where the 
greater number of men wcra employed. 
The mnnway nnd n number of the air 
-courses, were doted by. the earth caving 
In. 

Cnuse of tbe Explosion, 

It Is generally believed that the explo- 
sion was caused by one of the. miners 
opening a coudensed air chamber. Those 
of the survivors who are able to tnJk 
believe that gas had formed In the cham- 
ber end forced out the :iir. When: tbe 
miner opened the door bis lamp tot fire 
to the gas. 

E, S. Brooks, superintendent of the 
mine, nnd William I'ascoc, stable boss, 
entering soon after the explosion, wero 
overcome by the gns at the fourth level 
and but for immediate assistance would 
have perished In a few moments. 

There are several miles of workings in 
the mine, nnd the men wero widely scat- 
tered, At the seventh level sixty-five 
men were employed. The underground 
stables were also located at this point, 
and. forty-five mules' were kept in- them. 
It was impossible to go beyond the sev- 
enth Icrcl going down the msln entrance, 
this being perhaps 000 feet from the sur- 
face. 

A party of five men entered from an 
air shaft a half mile away from the main ' 
entrance and succeeded In going In about 
three-fourths of a mile. They .found 
many dend men nud mules, some of tho 
bodies being blown Into. atoms. The gas 
nt this point wns very strong. Before 
tho men could retreat they became ex- 
hausted, mid but forasslrtoncc rendered 
by a 'party who followed j them closely 
never could have reached' the surface. 
They found many of the air shafts closed 
slid 'passageways obstructed by the walls 
caving In, 

The Hanna mines are among tbe best 
on tho Union Pacific system, being cstflb- ■ 
llshed Iu 1878. Tho town was named for 
Senator Mark Hnnua when he was a 
member of the Union Pacific Coal Com- 
pany, Mine No, 1 la practically a new 
property. It has twenty-six ea/ricn, fif- 
teen miles of workings and n main In- 
cline Fbaft of one nnd one-half miles in 
length. Thn mine has been recognized ni 
dangerous on nccount of tho Inrgs 
amount of gas, but the system of ventila- 
tion has been so good that an accident 
was not anticipated. 

SAYS DONS COULD HAVE WO^J. 

Hero of tho Mcrrlmac Declare* Cer- 
rern'e Fleet Wa*, Butiertor to Our*. 

Captain Richmond Pearson Hohson, 
tho hero of the Mcrrliuac, In an article 
printed in Now York, makes some Inter- 
esting statements concerning tho buttle 
of Santiago, lie says: 

''At Santiago the Spaniards had good 
ships, heavily armed,' of twenty ; knots 
•peed. . Outside we hnd hut two fast 
ships in our squadron,' the New York* 
and Brooklyn, and they only'armed cruis- 
ers, our heavily' armored vessels being 
only slxtcen-knot ships, 

"If the Spaniards had clustered out- 
side and stood away at twenty knots* 
speed, and our motley fleet hnd put out 
In pursuit, before nightfall our vessels 
would have been fnr separated, scarcely 
one in tho line being In sight of the next 
ahead or next nstera," and the Spanish 
squadron could have turned around and 
defeated them. one nt a time, 

"The Spanish officers and enlisted men 
were brave and courageous; and died 
nobly at their posts of duty. The differ- 
.enco lay in efficiency. 

['Why this was not the result. Instead 
of the complete. destruction of the Span- 
ish Sect, I can explalu as follows: 

"Any'pcrson going down to our fleet 
prior to tbo war would have found every 
officer and ' enlisted man engaged from 
morning to night, each to planning nud. 
executing methods to Increase tho effi- 
ciency of his own department In battle. 
Hcports from the Spanish squndron show 
no such activity; no target practice, only 
occasional perfunctory swinging of tur- 
ret g una, ' 

^'Admiral Cervern Informed me when 
I called on'blm at Aunnpolla, returning 
the gracious call that he paid to me whllt 
In prison In Santiago, whcti tho question 
of the battle canio up. In conversation, 
that he had been forbidden by his govern- 
ment ta cut out any of the woodwork,, 
and that the cutting of the fire main on 
his flagship in the early stages of tin 
action prevented fighting the lire, which" 
raged with Inconceivable fierceness."

A revival 
has been' lii progress at the church anil 
SundUy.nlght there was ' a grunt' congre- 
gation nnd much shouting. The noise 
disturbed Cash arid 'he. decided to break 
up the meeting. , He eutered the church 
lu n. threatening manner and ordered the 
negroes to' get out. 

"He's profnnlng God's house. Kill 
lilin!" ehoutcd tho rellgiuu frenzied ne- 
groes, 

"Bo merciful," cried tho preacher, but 
the.ncgrocs were overwrought and hegnn 
firing at C nab, who stood near the pulpit. 
Probably COO shoti were fired, many of 
them striking Cash, who fell in a poo! 
of. blood nt the' altar. V 

AH during the fusillade ' the negroes 
kept shouting, "Kill the profapcr!" while 
the '.preacher ' pleaded, "Be/ merciful." 
Only one negro,- Henry 1 White, has been 
arrested, hut It- Is not believed he will 
bo' prosecuted, jHenry .White's father 
once. killed a while man who waa leading 
a whltecap party. 

Lending negroes of Philadelphia met 
and decided to Rend a petition to Czar 
Nicholas.' of ltussln through Count Cns- 
slnl, tlie Itupslitn ntnbassntlbr, sBlctng him 
to nppenl : to President. Roosevelt to take 
steps on behalf of the colored race In 
this country. Tho Czar is expected by 
tha negroes to ask about race troubles 
In this country .in return for America's 
Interest In the Kishenev nffnlr. 
. A mob of fifty . miirched from Larktn- 
vllle, Aln., Mondny night and took. An- 
drew Diggs, \cotorcd, from i tlie Scbtts- 
boro Jolt and thence to tho woods to be 
lynched. Diggs had. been urrestcd for 
attacking MIm Alma Smith, .white, nt 
Lnrklnvllle.

The people were only 
appeased by promises of a speedy trial.

From the big wheat counties of Kan- 
sas comes a cry for help. The farmers 
cannot harvest 'their grain crops, unless 
an army of laborers comes to tho rescue. 
Railroads, prees and public have been 
appealed to, to ', bring In the helpers. 
Within tho next fortnight 28,000 men 
will bo required to gather the wheat af- 
ter the macliluea and got It luto shock 
ready for the' thresher. To xanke tho 
harrost expeditious 50,000 men are nec- 
essary. Farm labor tuts been put at a 
wage premium to' nttrftct helpers, "but 
aven with thla Inducement there Is grays 
danger that not enough men will be ob- 
tained to gnmor nnd snve the whom of 
the crop, . There wns a similar dearth 
of harvest hands Inst year, but this year 
the need is greater than over. 

Appeal after appeal bins gone out from 
tht employment burenu. The agricul- 
tural press la somo Instances has agreed 
to publish free of charge any sources of 
supply from which laborers, may- bo ob- 
tained. The great railroad systems trav- 
crtiiiig tho western wheat belt have mado. 
special low rates to transport men from, 
other Statesand from populous centers, 
to - tho places of greatest need. Some 
good has resulted from this, but tho de- 
ficiency. Is still alarming. 

Farmers arc .'freely offering $2.50 a 
day and board. In" places where the 
need Is most acuta wages considerably 
In excels of those quoted are offered. 

Kansas, Is not the only State- ham- 
pered by a denrth of farm laborers. 
South Dakota, .North Dakota, Nebraska,. 
Montana and tho great wheat sections In 
western Canada nre In similar -straits. 
An army of mora than n hundred thou- 
sand men would not bo a whit too largo 
to enro for the crop. 

It Is a race between the various sec- 
tions as to which shall offer the best In- 
ducements to get the men. This iprob- 
lem 1b becoming graver every year. Tho 
era of prosperity and the good, wages 
have taken lnborers awny from tha 
farms and drawn them to cities.
